CSTWe publish in another column an anti- 
slavery circular, signed by a committee, and 
calling for a meeting of those engaged in the 
cause of emancipation, to be held in this city 
on the 231 of February. Those favorable to 
the object, it will be seer, are invited to be up 
and doing, to send delegates. The committee 
bail from several States. They have come to 
the conclusion that slavery must be destroyed, 
and the institutions of all the States assimilat- 
ed before there can be peace. We should be 
sorry to believe that philosophy. When one 
sect in politics undertakes to propagate its 
creed, and will be satisfied with nothing less, 
it is a prelude to a long struggle. 

They want their notions to be made a teat 
of loyalty. They want the assurance that 
there will be no relinquishment of the object 
by the Federal Government; for they aro in 
for extermination of one set of opinions, and 
if they don't succeed, then the opposite opin- 
ions may become intolerant and leave them 
in the mud. 

This seems to be rather a private letter, to 
be handed about. We have no: seen it in any 
of the papers. We publish it without charge, 
but they owe us ten cents a line and ought to 
pay it. They should not be sly about the mat 
ter. This is a day for all sorts of theories. 
Let them be ventilated. These that can't bear 
the light will die. 

Ia our opinion there is a good deal of non- 
seuse In thl3 cireulir, and the policy it pro 
peses very pernicious. If they can persuade 
the people of a State to abolish slavery, it is 
their right to do it; but when they conclude 
that they have rubbed out the cause of this 
nd future rebellions, they are wide ol the 
mark. 

If they keep up this war until a majority 
South agree with them, we fear the war will 
last a long time. In our opinion the manner 
in which the subject is to be treated upon the 
abolition theory, may defeat, at lost, in spite 
ol all appearances, the whole legitimate object 
of the war. 

Habd Timbs m Dixie.— We have often had 
it foretold that the South would be exhausted 
in a few months; that no* more men or sup- 
plies could be had at all adequate to the wants 
of the Richmond government. Such predic- 
tions have heretofore not established the 
credit of their authors as prophets. It may be 
that all signs may fall now. We hear of de- 
eertions and disaffection which may prove ex- 
aggerations; but there are troubled in- 
volving the Confederacy that will test the 
whole power of the concern. Men may yet 
be had to keep up formidable armies; but the 
supplies are getting scarce, not because there 
is not, perhaps, plenty in the South, if it were 
duly distributed, but it is not so distributed, 
and the money necessary to bring out what's 
available is wanting. There is no currency 
worth anything in Dixie. Promises to pay 
do not pass. These hard times will di8gu6t 
soldiers. Armies are patriotic; but If a sol- 
dier gets no pay auct BOthin< to eat, his zeal 
or his patriotism Is not apt to last. It will be 
seen, moreover, that there is a serious di- 
vision of counsels in Dixie. Davis has fierce 
opponents. In Congress there are radicals 
who sneer at constitutions and propose the 
most ultra despotic measures. There are 
others w ho hold back and talk of civil liberty, 
&c. Theee evi's will grow to terrible magni- 
tude jf the rebel armies do not have success 
soon. Disasters still piling up will produce 
a change. # A few months will test the en- 
durance of the rebellion f ffectually. 

RTWe see a tax of one per cent, a month 
on c:old has been imposed on hclders. This 
is wise. The manner in which gold has be- 
haved itself since this war begun is eminently 
disloyal. It has presumed to be worth half 
as mnch again as the money (?) issued by the 
Government and made the currency of the 
country. Although our eminently profound 
and loyal Administration has not been able, 
as in the case of Vallandigham and others, to 
arrest this traitorous delinquent coin, and 
either send it out of the coun'ry or imprison 
it in dark Government vaults, still, by an 
ingenious system of taxation and finance, we 
have made the country too hot to hold it, so 
it is Blipping off to the base minions and des- 
pots of Europe. The base and venal drudge 
between man and man is unfi*. to associate 
with us.

t^-Europe has had her laugh ovJr the 
bursted bubble of republicanism in this conn- 
try, and enjoyed it as one will erjoy jokes on 
other people. The people in Europe have 
had their lamentations over the dispelling of 
the bright delusion of Democratic govern- 
ment, but laugh and lamentation are both 
likely to cease in the presence of a storm on 
their own continent. 

In the north corner of Germany, on the 
Baltic Sea, are two little Dachles about as big 
as Jefferson and Hardin counties, called 
Schleswig and Uolstein, and these two llttl 1 
patches are abou'. to involve all Europe in 
war. The two, If sold for debt, would brlrg 
about five hundred thousand dollars apiece 
Their actual revenue In poace will support a 
standing army of Bind-leader, with a choice 
staff of musicians, a dingy palaco and lust- 
haus for his highness, the Duke ; but In en 
emergency they can raise an actual and effi- 
cient army of five or ten thousand soldiers. 
Yet they are important enough to set all Eu- 
rope by the ears. 

Holeteln has been a dependency of Den- 
mark since 14S9— long enough, one would 
think, to get used to it, but it seems it is not. 
The prevailing or Napoleonic idea in Eu- 
rope now is in favor of separate na- 
tionalities ; that Italy belongs to tbe 
Italians, Poland to the Poles and Ger- 
many to the Germans. In the rising in 1*48, 
tbe United Duchies determined to j nn the 
new German Empire, and they forthwith laid 
down their pipes and beer-mug3, thouldercd 
their muskets and pitched into Denmark as 
savagely as young Fortinbraa. They were 
struggling for freedom, and fought well. Prus- 
sia, then filled with revolutionary doctrine?, 
came to their aid, and the majesty 
oi Denmark was as effectually destroy- 
ed, as far as their territory is concern- 
ed, as it is in the last scene in Hamlet, 
where King, Queen and Prince are all sent to 
pot together. This lasted but a short time. 
Defeated in 1850, they were compelled to sub- 
mit to Danish rule. Still they were turbuleut. 
They had picked up new ideas, and would 
neither smoke their pipes nor drink their 
beer in peace. In consequence of this a jury 
of monarchs, who feared their own crowus 
might be knocked Into the mud, eat upon tbe 
ation. Their Majesties of Austria, Eng- 
land, Russia, Prussia, Sweden and Norway, 
Denmark, and the Prince President Louis 
Napoleon, solemnly resolved, in a council in 
Lendon, that the Dachies of Holstein and 
8chl?swig should belong to Denmark, and 
named Prince Christian, father-in-law of the 
Prince of Wales, as heir to the crown of that 
kingdom. This treaty was duly ratified on the 
lthh of June, 1852. Some of the Germanic 
power* signed fjfcli treaty, others refused, 
thus showirg that part of the confederation 
still regarded these Duchies as belOEging to 
Germany. 

Supported by these dissenting powers is 
Duke Frederick, of Augustenburg, who now 
claims the Duchies. Oa the death of King 
Frederick the Seventh, he immediately took 
steps to assume his riglts, and was promptly 
supported by the German Diet, and a detaih- 
:nt of Saxon troops marched into and took 
possession of the city of Altona, a town of 
the Duchy of Holstein, situated on tbe riijht 
bank of the-Elbe. The Danes retired before 
them. 

Russia and England declare that Prussia 
favors a withdrawal frcm the treaty of fif:y- 
two, in which event a war will arise in Eu- 
rope. These former powers, however, are 
said to favor negotiation, and have taken the 
position of neutrality. In the meanwhile 
both parties, the Kicg of Denmark and the 
Duke of Augustenburg, have appealed to 
Louis Nopoleon, the one basing his claim on 
the treaty of London, the other on the Napo- 
leonic idea of srprrate nationalities. The 
French Emperor, in view of these difficulties, 
has called for the Congress ol Paris, to which 
Russia, Prussia, Italy, Spain, His Holiness, 
and various otbcr.minor powers, have acceded 
Austria and England have declined. 

Thus it will be seen that these two little 
Duchies, owing to the treaty of London and 
the guarantees there given, arc doing more to 
involve Europe in war than the Polish ques- 
tion or any other. The refusal of some pow- 
ers to accede to Napoleon's Congress portends 
war, and to accept It mieht raise Napoleon to 
the position of supreme arbitrator of Europe. 
By diplomacy he will be higher than his uncle 
ever became by his most successful wars. In 
the shock and stir of battles, the tramp of 
armies, and tbe desolation of civil disturb- 
ances, they will have little time either to eneer 
at fallen Democracy or Interfere In America.

To the Friend* of F.eedom in the Slavcholding 
btates: 

The war which bis now existed for near three 
years, ttxiagall the strength and devotion of 
the loyal people of this Republic to suppr ess 
tbe rebellion, has developed no fact more 
striking thin tl<e necessity of aFs : milatiog all 
rcoccupied territory before peace cin b? re- 
posed upon. Tbe intrinsic hostility betw-en 
communities differing s > widtly in their social 
structure reappears constantly in tbe reaf of 
our corquests with more virulence from 'he 
temporary depressions irfl'cted. Assimila- 
tion, and with it permanent peace, can only 
tske place upon the doing away with that In- 
stitution upon which tho rebellion Is predi- 
cated, and from which it derives all of it* 
sympatbv and encouragement in the loyal 
States. Nowhere are there now seen either 
men or prirties embarrassing the pros- 
ecution of the war who do not connect 
therewith an open hoefcll'.y to all measures 
that tfnd to relieve tbe country ol the slave 
system. To suppress by force this rebellion, 
therefore, if such a course were much more 
practicable than it has been found to be, and 
have the cause untouched, to breed other re- 
bellions, and enkindle hereafter constant ani- 
mosities, ready as the present has done to ap 
peal forsolu'ion to the arbitrament of civil 
war, would bo national suicid ;. Irs effects 
upon the several States would be even more 
uisastrous, entnironizirg them against each 
other, necessarily, from the preseuce of that 
institution, around which would cling so many 
memories of a past conflict, and layine waste 
their fi'lds, depopulating their villages, 
making all tenures ot pifeandproperty utterly 
Insecure iu the subsequeusVstrifa for the su- 
premacy that would result between differ- 
ent classes ol the community, llence it is 
that an icsistance upon freedom policies, both 
National and State, presents itself as the 6u- 
pre mest duty of the hour— a duty rot to be 
sucordinat- d to any theory of the pnet or any 
hesitancy of the present. Indeed, the mak- 
ing ot such an issue in the reconquered terri- 
tory, and in those slave States which have ad- 
hered to the Union is one of self-preservation 
to them, as has bee.n amply demonstrated by 
tbe atrocities perpetrated under the name ot 
iruerrilla warfare throughout Tennessee, 
Arkansas, Missouri, Maryland and Kentucky, 
and demands a promptitude of action coinci- 
dent with the distress entailed by the mere 
existence of a slave system in our midst. 
Changes which, in other days and for o ber 
reasons, might well have assumed a gradual 
character, now find in the perils of the times 
no excuse for delay, but every incitemeut to 
an immediate corrective. 

To insure, however, the requisite unity and 
support to the friends of freedom in the slave 
States, it Is primarily essential that tbe Gen- 
eral Government should adopt in its civil, no 
less than its military edministration, a line of 
action that will recognize, so far as may be 
authorized, freedom to be the true basis of 
loyalUy, and give to the communities in- 
volved sufficient guaranties thu there will 
be no retrogression in the future ; but, on 
the contrary, an effective carrying out ot the 
principles embodied in the civil code under 
ihe confiscation net, and in tbe military 
direction by the proclamation of Jatjpary 1, 
1863. • This is necessary b ciuse few wrw be 
oisposed to- engage in the work of effect- 
ing those chacges needed lor any thorough 
ass milation or any positive uprooting 
ot slavery, if tbey arc to be left unsupported 
to reap their reward from the slave power, re- 
instated as dominant iu either States or na- 
tion. But it is to be remarked in this con- 
nection, that the General Government has as- 
sumed the attitude of awaiting a full and 
further signification of the popular thought, 
and this can only be elicited oy the friends ot 
freedom throughout the slav. States making 
such appeal to the people of the nation as 
will rivet their attention upon thu great dan- 
gers impending, arouse them to maniieslar 
tions of sympathy with the cause of human 
liberty, and leave no room for any doubt as to 
the course that should be pursued by rulers 
solicitcu3 to reflect their will. 

For these reason?; lor tho promotion of a 
more cordial understanding between those 
who concur in the necessity of adopting free- 
dom policies: for the more effective initiation 
ef k«y. 1 State organizations to accomplish the 
work of emancipatioc; and for such mutual 
interchange of opinions and experience as may 
make tbe teachings of the past profit iu the 
guidance of the preseut, an invitation is here- 
by extended to the friends ot freedom resid- 
ing in all the slave States, to meet in mass 
convent on in the city of Louisville, Ken- 
tucky, on the 22 j day of February next com- 
irg- 

Those favorable to cuch assemblage are re- 
quested to take measures In their respective 
uiatricts lor au attendance that will secure 
them representation.

Amid much that is gloomy in our military 
affairs, we find st least one subject of con- 
gratulation in the fact that, during the putt 
year, our supplies of arm* and munitions, and 
our military material generally, hart increased. 

Arms ot approved kinds are being made 
with more facility, at more places and in 
Nrger numbers than at any previous liiae 
Very valuable additions to our supplies of 
arms have been made during the year by im- 
portations from abroad, and thus have ena- 
bled the bureau promptly to repiir the very 
heavy losses which weft sustained in the dis- 
astrous campaigu in Mississippi. In tbe man- 
ufacture of powder, balls, shells, etc , progress 
has beea marked, aud frith some addition in 
the supplies of niter Trom foreign sources, 
it is understood there will be no want 
of adequate supplies of superior tjptJkr 
ty. Special attention has been given to 
the distribution of these works iu differ- 
ent portions of the Confederacy, so at not to 
leavj our supplies dependent on single dis- 
asters. While not yet wholly indepeudent in 
the supply of niter, there has been, until very 
recently, marked increase ia its production. 
That increase ha?, during the past year, nearly 
doubled from production. The temporary 
occupancy, by the enemy, of the districts ot 
the country where the richest deposits ot 
nitrous earth were found, has, lor the present, 
diminished the production; but it is ercoura^ 
icg to know that the artificial ssurces of sup- 
ply, in beds of nitrous earth, will soon begio to 
be available, and much more than supply the 
deficiencies which have resulted from tne ope- 
rations oi the enemy. 

The mining operations in iron, lead and 
coal have all been pushed forward with ac- 
tivity, in despite of all the embarrassments 
reuniting from paucity of laborers and Q actu- 
ating prices, and the result has been, in e a, 
more abucdant production, aad a better pros- 
pect of future sufficiency than we have yet 
er j >yed.

HO CBOPS IN VIRGINIA. 
[From the Richmond Examiner, Jan. 12 1 
We regret to learn that there is very little 
prospect of any considerable crops being 
made this year in several ot thi fertile coun- 
ties in Southwestern Virginia. The largest 
farmers in this portion ol the State— Camp- 
bell, Roanoke, Charlotte, Bedford, &e.— have 
pretty generally furnished substitutes tud 
devoted their time to the production of large 
quantities of meat, breadtinffs, vegetables 
aud forage. In view of the la.e enact- 
ment rendering them again liable to mil 
Itary duty, end the contcqaent impossi- 
bility of tttending to their plantttions, these 
mea have, as t rule, hired out their field hands 
to railroad or manufacturing companies, or 
sent them to the cities and town a to be there 
employed. No corn crop will consequently 
be made, and but comparatively a small ex- 
tent of land has been put in oats or wheat. 
What little will be raised this year in these 
productive regions will principally be 
under the superintendence of the few 
old or disabled men, unfit for military ser- 
vice, and will haruly euiliee for home con- 
sumption, leaving nothing tor the support of 
the armv, which has hitherto drawn abundant 
supplies* of provisions tnd forage from these 
counties.

Toe Dead Braves.— Iu the winter of 
1862-3 Thad. Stevens said 9ix hundred thou- 
sand soldiers of the Union army had either 
been killed in battle or died of disease or 
wounds, or had been disabled. Since then 
may be added s'x hundred thousand more, dc- 
•troyed or disabled. Our accounts agree that 
the destruction of life in the Southern army 
has been more than two to one of that in the 
Union army; but say it has been thesam?, and 
you have two million dead men. Allowing 
lour feet for a grave, you have one thousand 
five hundred and, fifteen miles of graves. Sup- 
pose you bury them lengthwise, allowing six 
feot for a grave, and a t-pace of two feet be 
tween each, and your graveyard would stretch 
away three thcus-tad and thirty miles. If a 
man were to walk thirty-five miles a day it 
would require eighty six dsya to view the 
resting place of the victims of the war. Sup- 
pose It would require the labor of four men 
one day to mako coffins, shroud* and bury six 
dead bodier; then it wosld require two hun- 
dred and twenty-two thousand two hundred 
and twenty-two men to bury the two million 
in six days. Suppose each coffla twelve inches 
deep; pi'ed one upon another, the pile would 
mount skyward three hundred and eighty-two 
miles.
